[Correspondence of the Louisville Journal. I 
FROM ROSECRANS’ ADVANCE. 

St&vsnsox, August 24, 18G3. 

Sunday, the 16th, was a busy day at Win- 
chester. The buzz of preparation kept the 
camps alive, and the streets of our quiet, 
modest city swarmed with officers, soldiers, 
and citizens on the qui vine in anticipation of 
a move. It is surprising with what systematic 
promptness, an army being at ease, with every 
preparation to make to expedite a march, puts 
itself in perfect readiness to move; seemingly 
not a thing left undone that could insure all 
t he comfort possible to obtain, and not a pound 
of valuable property abandoned. It seems 
impossible, with the exercise of the strictest 
precautions, to prevent the army from getting 
some inkling of movements long before orders 
to prepare are issued. Darkness had scarce 
hr gun its retreat before the ri ing sun of the 
17th ere the streets were blocked by moving 
trains atjd the slumbers of the citizens dis- 
turbed by the tramp of the troops and thedall 
rumble of artillery wheels. The day far ad- 
vanced, in company with Sergeant DeBree, 
of the 15th Pennsylvania, which regiment 
held the advance, I left in the direction of the 
mountains that rise from the plain at a dis- 
tance of five or six miles from the town. The 
noticeable features of the country for some 
distance out are desolated fields, deserted and 
dismantled dwellings, empty barns, silent 
mills, and fear-oppressed, hunger-pinched citi- 
zens, where any remain. 

Warlelt its trace in this beautiful valley, 
and, laughing at the devastation it made, 
sought untrampled fields to pursue the ven- 
geance it is wreaking on a rebellious people. 

The enemy that retreated by way of Win- 
chester was too hard pressed to depredate, and 
the riches of fruits and vegetables were 
reaped by us. We left few fences, owing to 
the scarcity of dry fuel. Inviting fruits and 
vegetables were too tempting to leave -un- 
touched, and the men, pressing these, saved 
rations and increased the "company fund.” 

It is a glorious change for a soldier to leave 
the drowsy, monotonous camp for the luscious 
fruits of a cultivahd country, yet untouched 
by the intrusive, inexorable hand of war. 
Think of it — bacon and pilot bread for peaches, 
apples, and green corn. Under such tempta- 
tion discipline is burdensome, but the true 
soldier bears it and observes the law. 

Exemplary citizens should be exemplary 
soldiers. Ho who interprets the maxim “inter 
arma silent leges" into license to do that which 
law would punish, is not a soldier but a brig- 
and and a freebooter. A more orderly march, 
a more obedient body of men, I never saw on 
the war path. 

Few citizens were at home. The devilish 
machinations of the enemy had frightened 
away from their homes the mother with her 
innocent children to wander beggars in the 
distant South. The rebel soldiers told tire 
people that the Yankees were laying waste toe 
country far and wide; that the blackened 
walls, and rafters of every dwelling on our 
line of march attested the enormity of our de- 
signs; and that women were outraged and 
carried captive by the common soldiery to our 
camps. The panic was intense. Notan un- 
married woman was seen in the course of our 
journey. All have gone with the retreating 
aimy to escape the dishonoriin store for those 
who stayed. What a spectacle that retreating 
army must have presented. A hungry, worn- 
out, half-naked column of soldiers, accom- 
panied by swarms of fleeing women and 
children who trudged along over the heavy 
roads in that rainy season, climbing the diffi- 
cult mountains, and enduring voluntarily the 
privations and exposures of the camp. 

The outlandish falsehoods that contributed 
to this exodus of a non-combative population 
(bat had never failed to receive the protection 
of our army, were sanctioned and propagated 
by many of the rebel officers. May it not be 
that the rebel armies need some such incen- 
tive to bravery, as invented by that shrewd 
leader of a barbaric tribe, who opposed the 
progress of the Roman legions. 

Learning by experience that the disciplined 
valor of the legions would in time reduce his 
trihe to degrading vassalage, the leader of the 
barbarians having painted in the rude bnt ex- 
pressive clcqnenco of bis native tongue, the 
horrors of Roman slavery, to which they and 
their wives and children would be subjected, 
if the invader were not turned back, rallied 
every man for the final effort. Ranging the 
woman and children in the rear, he awaited 
the Roman advance. 

When threatening defeat inclined the bar- 
barians to turn and fly, there, rending their 
hair and wringing their hands in agony, and 
cxbortiDg their husbands and sons to stand 
firm, stood the women of the tribe to stay the 
retreat. New energy nerved the barbarians, 
and, throwing themselves upon the serried 
ranks of the legions, drove them back. The 
Confederacy is doubtless retiring her armies to 
that famous last ditch, and the women are to 
bo used to encourage the troops in that last 
bloody struggle for independence. 

I reached our train at the foot of the moun- 
tain. Pressing along by slow andtedious ad- 
vances, between the wagons and the fences, 
where lay the wearied teamsters resigned to 
refreshing slumbers, I began the arduous as- 
cent. The train was guarded by the 10th 
Ohio, headquarters guard, and the brigade of 
Col. Post, of General Davis’s division. I can- 
not imagine a more laborious work at this 
season or the year than the dragging cf a train 
of heavily ladened wagons up thi3 serpentine 
mounlain road, obstrncted by huge rocks and 
protrndirg ledges, which often present a per- 
pendicular front of three or four feet. All'tbe 
way from the base to the summit these annoy- 
ing ledges and obstructions impeded our pro- 
gress. 

• The mannerof dragging up the wagons was 
to attach a rope to the rear of the wagon, car- 
rying it around the bed, and as far as the lead 
mules of the team. As many men as coaid be 
placed at, the ropes were detailed for the work, 
and, with a hip hurrah and loud cheers that 
rsng through the mountain groves, the men 
and mules bend earnestly to the work. If the 
effort succredrd, the most vociierons cheers 
announced the fact, and another wagon rolled 
up to be dragged over the rocky barrier. 
PassiDg (be summit, wefouud that the enemy 
bad blocked the declivitous descent by rolling 
huge rocks into narrow defiles and felling 
trees over difficult portions of the road. 

The 15th Pennsylvania, formerly the An- 
derson Cavalry, served as pioneers, and either 
removed the obstructions or cut new roids 
through the standing timber. The expedition 
that marked the performance of this arduous 
task is deserving of commendation. 

Near the close of the second day we were 
traversing a beautiful little cove, hidden hy 
circling ridges, not an acre of which that was 
not in cultivation. The people here are mostly 
at home, and, though pining for peace, are 
still bound in sympathy with rebellion. 

I conveised with many of these easy-man- 
nered, old mountaineers, and the innate love 
for the Union of the States under tho Consti- 
tution as it was administered in the good 
times passed, 1 find still strong and powerful. 
The existence of war between sections, mar- , 
tkaliing their friends and neighbors under the 
banner of disunion, tore them from their alle- 
giance and ranked them among the aiders and 
abettors of rebellion. The hopes they cher- 
ished when the war began have been dissi- 
pated by the results of over two years of 
bloody hostilities, and they are ready, and I 
believe nine-tenths of the people of Tennessee 
to-day are, to co-operate in an effort to return 
the State to the Union fold. 

On our arrival at Stevenson, a small collec- 
tion of dilapidated dwellings, we found the 
General and his staff'. They had come from 
Winebeeterby cars, and, arriving in the night, 
were disposed on the softest planks they 
could find in the little eight-by-ten deserted 
shops that front toward the road. 

Camp was pitched a few hours after in an 
open space about one and a half miles from 
StevensoD, one hundred yards above the rail- 
road. Four or five miles below us runs the 
Tennessee. Our pickets oecuoy this bank and 
the rebels the opposite. Conversations are 
carried on between them during the day. and 
at night numbers of deserters Bwim the river 
and surrender to our pickets. 

At an examination of deserters a few days 
since, the following are the answers made by 
a middle-aged and passably intelligent de- 
serter to the questions proposed by Captain 
Goodwin, the Assistant Provest Marshal Gen- 
era 1: 

Provost — Well, Bir, what did youcome over 
the river for? 

Dtserter — I was tired of fighting, sir. I did 
not want to engage in the war at all, but I 
was conscripted and forced in. I have a wife 
and family who have no mean3 of support, 
ai d 1 wanted to come back to them. 

Provost — Did the rebels feed you well? 

Deserter — No, sir; we didn’t have much to 
eat. Dry corn bread and bacon was about all 
wegot, except about a half pouud of fresh 
beef now and then. 

Provost — Is there much dissatisfaction 
among the rebel troops? 

Deserter — O, yes, sir. I know hundreds 
wbowill desert at the first opportunity. Some 
regiments are never put on guard duty for 
fear they will desert.. 

Provost— H d 3 Bragg fortified much at Chat- 
tagoona? 

Deserter — Yes, sir, he has built some very 
heavy works there, and will make a desperate 
fight, I think. I have worked in the fortifi- 
cations myself. 

These are about the facts elicited frein de- 
serters, and about t hq same story is told by all. 

I cannot hut believe that the rebels will de- 
fend their now line with a tenacity and en- 
duiance not displayed since the Stone River 
battles. It will cost us many brave men to ef- 
fect a crossing of the Tennessee, bnt the most 
vigorous efforts are being put .forth to prepare 
for an early attempt, and such is my confi- 
dence in the judgment and ability of our 
commander, that I can look forward fo noth- 
ing but success. QUILL. 


[Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.] 
Naw Okleahs, Aug. 17, 1863. 

"Tis a bright and beautiful morning in Au- 
gust, and, while the atmosphere is rath°r 
warm for comfort, the health of the city is 
most remarkably good. But in a few hours 
the vertical rays of the sun will he a terror to 
all out door creation, more especially to that 
portion which dates its experience in a tropi- 
cal latitude with the present summer. 

I have just returned from a ramble over the 
city and levee — the grand quay where King 
Cotton exercised his powerful sceptre in days 
and years agone; where thousands! ay, mil- 
lions, of hales of the snowy staple were ship- 
ped to all parts of the world; where barrels 
and hogsheads of the saccharine innumerable 
rolled, and from which countless thousands 
profited and the nations of the earth became 
enriched. But how different were my 
thoughts from those a little over two years 
sinct — from the days when I stood upon that 
levee and surveyed for miles in extent the 
wealth of the South, her great staples which 
gave her rank and importance everywhere. 
My mind deeply reflected on the results of 
this dreadful war with its long list Of human 
honors and almost wholesale destruction of 
property and commerce. 

Where erst wire seen the finest models of 
steamboat architecture, stretching fjr squares 
in length, the capacious cabins of which 
swarmed with human freight, and whose hulls 
and decks were crowded with our valuable 
productions, there now could be seen but a 
few miserable specimens of the monarchs of 
the mighty Mississippi, and those so woe- 
begone by absence of life and trade as to in- 
spire the thought of their presence but to 
sauly remind us of other more prosperous and 
glorious days. From the chimneys of but one 
did the smoke ascend, and her decks were 
crowded — not with the wealth of trade, but 
with men whose emaciated frames and crip- 
pled limbs were damning evidences of dire 
calamity. They were about to return to 
homes that were once of comfort and happi- 
ness — homes they left in health and strength 
to return in sorrow and infirmity, one minus 
a leg, another an arm, while all were more 
or less marked by the diseaseful ravages of 
camp and field. Yet beneath their suuburnt 
brows and shrunken lineaments there beamed 
the spirit of joy that they were once again to 
see their own dear homes and receive the 
cares and caresses of father, mother, brother, 
and sister. Perhaps they thought if “’twere 
then to die,” the knowledge of having served 
their country bravely, gloriously, and success- 
fully, were reward the amplest for all the 
danger? past and trials endured. 

Along the vast length nnd breadth of the 
levee my eyes wandered and searched but to 
rest on vacancy. Scarcely a box. barrel, hogs- 
head, or bale were to be seen. Above the few 
steamboats the tall masts of several vessels 
tow* red toward the sfiy, some altogether of 
sailing capacity and iwo orthree-with steam 
combined. Below the steamboat wharf were 
a number of small sailing craft, all about them 
as seemingly inanimate as their own lifeless 
prows, while out in the stream, moored at 
convenient distances apart, lay the mighty 
men-of-war, the ships of the United States, 
of France, and of Great Britain, with their 
huge guns pointing and frowning darkly and 
ominously npon this seemingly God forsaken 
city. 

f paused upon the river’s brink and contem- 
plated the mighty stream npon whose bosom 
the thousands of richly-laden argosies were 
wont to ply, carrying wealth and comfort to 
thousands of homes, enriching the cities upon 
its banks and the nations of the world. I so- 
liloquized — and is this mighty stream again 
open to commerce and trade? Will this mar- 
ket and emporium again teem with the pro- 
ducts of the great West? Will the people of 
every State again be borne upon the placid 
bosom of this stream, socialend friendly in in- 
tercourse as of yote, and happy in the prospect 
of accumulating gains? 

Ah, I sorrowed, deeply sorrowed in the 
thoughts these questions conjured np — of the 
time required to establish our former relations 
of brotherhood — for the creation of a market 
for supplies, and the recovery of capital 
wherewith to operate. I could not bnt think 
of the ruined and disheartened merchants, of 
the plantations deserted and going to decay, 
of the almost total lack of growing crops of 
cotton and sugar, without which the trade and 
wealth of the South is as nothing. Weary 
aDd rick of my own thoughts, I betook my- 
self from this desolation of ruin and wander- 
ed through several streets of the city until my 
attention was riveted to Carondclet — that 
once busy mart of the cotton trade — where 
the lordly dealers in the staple counted 
their millions from the exhibition of 
samples alone — upon whom the planter 
drew for his supplies in advance of pro- 
duction' and sale — that street, npon which 
seemed to bang the wealth and destiny of na- 
tions! And wbat was there? Scarcely a sign 
could he seen above those ponderous doors to 
tell of habitation or business — closed, desert- 
ed, the office furniture carted off and sold un- 
der the hammer of the confiscation auctioneer. 
Pursuing my way, desolatibn and abiodon- 
ment was met at every step and turn — hotels 
converted to hospitals, princely palaces the 
abodes of Provost Marshals, and other officers 
— crowds of poor laborers thronging around 
the steps of the City Hall or Quartermaster’s 
offices, awaiting payment for services ren- 
dered — negroes in the garb of American sol- 
diers in squads, companies, and regimen's de- 
filing past some designated spot — others loiter- 
ing or sauntering about as carelessly and in- 
dependently as though the world was made 
fcm for their enjoyment. Ah, me-, what a 
sight! 

Bnt perhaps the truthful picture I have 
drawn msy sooner than expected give place to 
one of brighter realization. Perhaps the now 
deserted estates may, like a few a'ready culti- 
vakd under the protection of the Government, 
find enterprising capitalists to undertake their 
care nnd management. Perhaps, too, of those 
who have abandoned them many ere long will 
return to their allegianceand the protection and 
promotion of their own interests. Bat all this 
requires time. Meanwhile, the chief elements 
in the movement of commerce in this quarter 
ate deficient and trade for a great length of 
time comparatively dead. 

It is indeed true that there are immense 
quantities ot cotton, sugar, and molasses se- 
creted in the interior of Louisiana Rod Mis- 
sissippi — removed from the banks of tho river 
beyond the reach and knowledge of any ex- 
cept the owners. Should events be favorably 
demonstrated, these may be all brought to 
light and swell the list of reviving busioea* for 
a time; and but for a time, if the abseno of 
production is suffered to allow matters to go 
back to the same dull standard. 

I sincerely trust that many weeks will rut 
elapse before 1 can give you more encouraging 
prospects from this quarter. At nr. sen 1 
would be false to the people of the West uid I 
encourage them to embark iu trade for wh ■ h 
but a very poor market could here be fon .1. 
If, as believed, a few weeks will find Ur 
very large, portions of Louisiana, Mississippi, 
ana Alabama reclaimed to the old llag and 
ptace and order once more prevail, then, 
indeed, a great outlet will be thrown open to 
the accumulated goods in this market and 
rapid depletion give place to the productions 
of the great West. Already the few steam- 
boat arrivals have prevented farther ship- 
ments thither by sea, and what trade in bread- 
stuff's and provisions this market will requite 
will be borne afthost entirely adown the Vis. 
siesippi. 

Of army and navy movements at present I 
can give you hut little. A portion of the 
army of Gen. Grant has reinforced this de- 
partment. Major-General Franklin has ar- 
med, and has Iris headquarters at Baton 
Rc-uge. Gen. Grover will, it is said, com- 
mand a large force to co-operate in the attack 
against Mobile, creating his base of opera- 
tions at Pascagoula, forty -five miles from Mo- 
bile, the whole, of course, under the direction 
of Gen. Banks, the able Major-General com- 
manding in this Department. Of the navy, I 
am infoimed the most of the boats and mor 
tars recently here have been ordered to the 
mouth of Mobile Bay — the squadron or fleet 
under the admiralship of Farragut. But I 
cannot vouch for all this. Rumor is busy with 
her thousand tongues, and the fall- of Mobile 
is predicted within a fortnight, hut it is hardly 
possible ee short a time will reveal the reduc- 
tion of that great rebel stronghold. 

Great events, as I have already hinted, are 
expected to transpire in this “Department of 
the Gulf,” of which I will keep you advised as 
rapidly ss possible after development; and for 
my n*xt letter I trust occurrences may" place 
me in a more cheerful mood and serve to aug- 
ment the deeply cherished hopes of your peo- 
ple aid the nation. SCHE3IS.

Washington, Aug. 30. 

Richmond papers of the 28th have been re- 
ceived. The official correspond* nee between 
Beauregard and Gilmore is published. The 
principal point is the threat of Beaureeard to 
retaliate in the most severe rnauner if Gilmore 
again fired into Charleston without giving 
due notice for the removal ofnon-bombatants. 
The Daily Disratch says that the conference 
between Commissioner Ould for the Confed- 
erate States and Meredith for Lincoln, in re- 
lation to the exchange of prisoners, did not 
obtain favorable results. The Yankee Com- 
missioner has gone back for the purpose of 
consulting his government npon the terms re- 
quired by the Confederate Commissioner. 

Its leading editorial on the division of the 
North is as follows: “There is no good reason 
in our opinion to calculate upon any division 
among Northern people of an extent sufficient 
to be very beneficial to us; for the natural 
effects of disunion — causes which must disrupt 
society and separate the populations of the 
North — time is necessary. 

A coriespondent of the Atlanta Appeal wri- 
tirg from Chattanooga says ten or twelve men 
were killed during the bombardment of that 
idsce, several shells also striking near General 
Polk s headquarters. 

The rebels have captured several schooners 
on Chesapeake Bay with the gunboat Satellite, 
which they burned in the Rappahannock riv- 
er last week. 

The Star has received information from the 
Shenandoah Valley to the effect that leading 
rebels in that quarter are transferring their 
property to men who make some pretensions 
to being Union men. This is of course 6nly 
done under pretence of sale of property to 
save it ftam confiscation under the law of Con- 
grets. 

Mosby, the guerilla, was met near Uppcr- 
ville, on Wednesday last, hy a person who 
knew him. He was in a wagon, accom pa 
nied by a guard of about sixty men. He Vas 
wounded by two shots in the breast and on« 
in the hack iu Monday’s fight. He appeared 
entirely unconscious, and had the livid ap- 
pearance cf death. He was sheltered from 
the sun by umbrellas, and the cavalcade 
moved at a funeral pace. 

Difficulties of so serious a character have 
grown up between the settlers and the Indians 
in Butie county that the Indian Bureau, as an 
act of humanity to the Indians, has ordered 
their removal from the limits of the county. 

Late North Carolina papers bring accounts 
of numerous peace meetings throughout the 
State. ’ , 

The Raleigh Standard still continues its de- 
nunciations of Davis’s tyranny, and public 
speakers openly advocate a return to the 
Union. The counter revolution in the old 
North State is rapidly assuming formidable 
dimensions, and will sweep everything before 
it. 

Secretary Sewar,d has returned to his post 
from his late Northern tour — most of t e di- 
plomatists with him. Lord Lyons is ill in 
Canada. 

Memphis, August 27. 

A lot of guerillas under command of Cal. 
Street, estimat*d at 300, made a raid on Lafay- 
ette, distant from this city 85 miles, and de- 
stroyed a few miles of the Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Before they could do much more damage 
a Federal force of 150 made a charge on them. 
They retired and our cavalry pursued. At one 
o’clock a portion had returned, bringing back 
three wounded, one badly, of ourforces. Tne 
cavalry which returned got separated from 
the main force. 

The Forest Queen has arrived, loaded with 
sick and furloughed men, en route for Cairo. 
The City of Alton departed this evening for 
Vicksburg, having on board Generals Grant, 
Thomas, and Asboth. The Hillman is in, and 
leaves for St, Louis at 5 P. M. River hence 
to Cairo six and a half feet, scant measure. 

The steamers Grosbrooks and South Wester 
have sailed for Vicksburg. The Franklin is 
in. The Luminary is at New Orleans with 
her cylinder-head blown out. 

Most of the cotton which lay at the mouth 
of White River, *stiinated at 2,000 bales, ac- 
cidentally took fire and burned. 

The county ot Herwood, Tenn., ha3 been 
added to this district. The planters residing 
there join together and come to this city with 
cotton. Thirty arrived to-day. They were 
attacked on the road by guerillas, but beat 
them off. 

At four o’clock P. M. the balance of the Fed- 
erals came in from Lafayette and reported the 
rebel lines fully live hundred yards long, and 
that the rebels are commanded by Mitchell. 
Our loss is 27 men. 

Philadelphia, August 30. 

A refugee from Richmond says that several 
Charlestonians had recently arrived at the 
former city, and that no hopes were enter- 
tained for the doomed city. The residents 
generally were opposed to any resistance 
which would lead to its destruction, and, as 
for the barricaded streets, etc., of which the 
Southern papers speak, our informant states 
tl at it is ail moonshine. The strength of the 
r* bels in and around Charleston is notknown. 
The negroes are ali armed and pressed into 
the service. 

A late Southern paper states that it is esti- 
mated that the whole number of soldiers now 
in the Confederate army and now organizing 
for the field is 575,000, and that this does not 
reach one half the fighting population. The 
numbers are no doubt greatly exaggerated, or 
Davis would never have consented to call out 
a half million of negroes. This proposition 
has, I learn, long been spoken of in the South, 
and a majority of the people are greatly op- 
posed to it, on the ground that the slaves, 
when aimed, will turn against their own mat- 
ters. 

Great dissatisfaction still exists in Lee’s 
army among the Alabama, Mississippi, and 
North Carolina regiments, all of whom are 
tired of the war. 

Under the recent rebel conscript act but few 
are obtained. On this account Davis has deter- 
mined to call on the blacks, all of the white 
fighting populatibB having been exhausted. 
The arming of the negroes i3 hailed with joy 
bytbe aholitionists of this city, who allege 
that the slaves will now fight their own way 
to freedom. 

Cincinnati, ’ August 30. 

A man nsmed Herke, and two children, 
w*re murdered near Evansville, Ind , on Sat- 
uiday, by two men in Federal uniform, sup- 
posed to be disguised. Two other children 
were mortally wounded. The men entered 
iferke'a house for the purpose of robbery. 
Tworoldiers have been arrested on suspicion 
of beiDgdhe murderers. 

New York, Aug. 30. 

The Herald’s Warrenton Junction special 
cf the 30th has just received a despatch from 
Fairfax station saying that five men of White’s 
guerillas were captured near that place this 
morning, who state that Mosby wns shot twice 
in the bowels and breast, and he had been ta- 
ken to Richmond. 

The cavalry that bronght ihe prist nArs state 
that they were informed hy the citizens of 
Drainesville yesterday that Moseby died near 
that place on Friday. The prisoners do not 
doubt the report, as he was pronounced mor- 
tally wounded. 

White now commands the rebel forces north 
of the railroad. 

New York, Ang. 31. 

The Tribune’s special from the Army of the 
Potomrc, cf the 30th, says no movements 
have taken place except among cavalry, de- 
tachments of which, from Kilpatrick’s com- 
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raand, chased a few guerillas yesterday near 
Stafford; results not yet reported. 

Lieutenant Parker, of Meade’s staff, is sup- 
posed to have been captured by guerillas. He 
left headquarters to visit the 33 J Massachu- 
setts, his former regiment, recently, and de- 
parted from thence on his return, lie has not 
since heen heard from. 

A Tribune’s Washington despatch says that 
letters, received at the General Land Office 
from Marysville, Gal., speak of considerable 
activity in sales of Government land along 
lims ot completed and projected railroads. 

On Sunday last two men belonging to the 
rebel navy arrived in this city. They were 
sent up from Camp Lookout, and were incar- 
cerated in Old Capital Prison. 

Their story may be told thus: On the night 
of Wednesday, August 12th, Lieut. Wood, of 
the Confederate navy, left Richmond with 71 
men, four boats loaded upon wagons, and 
about a dozen wagons containing stores, am- 
munition, Ac. 

The expedition proceeded across the Chick- 
ahoininy river, taking the route of the Army 
of the Peninsula, crossed the Pamunky and 
Mattapan rivers, and on Saturday reached the 
Pianakatank river. Here the object of the ex- 
pedition became known that on this river 
there is stationed a U. S. gunboat. 

The intention of Lieutenant Wood was to 
surprise the gunboat and kill «r capture the 
crew and then put to sea as a pirate. In case 
the boat was well provided with stores and 
ammunition his wagoDS could return to Rich- 
mond. I f any thing was needed he had all that 
was requisite with him. 

Every preparation has heen made for tho 
success or the expedition, and the men armed 
with rifles, pistols, and cutlasses. Oa Sunday 
the force vras divided, 64 men to go with 
Lieut. Wood, the balance to remain with tho 
w a gobs. 

Sunday night a party set out in boats aDd 
soon reached the neighborhood of the gun- 
boat. Instead of surprising the crew, how- 
ever, the rebels themselves were surprised. 
When w itbia 300 yards the gunboat was sud- 
denly illuminated, and such a deadly discharge 
poured into their boats that only Lieut. Wood 
and lour men escaped. 

The Times has advices from JJew Orleans 
to the 19th inst., Bjr way of Cairo. Very im- 
rtant military movements were going on, 

ut their exact character we are left to imag- 
ine. We are assured, however, that we shall 
soon bear of events which will make u3 re- 
joice. 

The prices of the necessaries of life have 
still lurtber receded in NewOrleans in conse- 
quence qf continued arrivals from above. 
Communication with St. Louis and other 
points is now considered quite regular. 

Gen. Banks has recently issued two impor- 
tant orders: one directing Gen. Butler's as- 
sessments to he enforced against parties who 
subscribed to the loan raised to defend New 
Orleans against the U. S. authorities, and the 
other directing the banks of the city to pay 
over to the Quartermaster’s Department all 
moneys in their possession belonging to regis- 
tered enemies or those convicted of renderiog 
aid and comfort to the enemy. 

Washington, Aug. 30. 

A Times’ special says the enlistment of col- 
ored troops in the lower counties of Maryland 
is progressing favorably. Slaves are glad to 
enlist jo order to escape servitude. Generally 
their owners are rebels or secession sympa- 
thizers. 

St. Locis, August 31. 

The Republican a Memphis correspondent, 
speaking of matters in Arkansas, says that 
Gen. Price with 25,000 rebels is at Bayou lle- 
fnrie, a strong point on White river, 14 inile3 
above Duvall's Bluff, where a battle i3 expect- 
ed to l a fought. 

Ourforces are now at Duvall s Bluff. 54 
miles from Litlie Rock. Thi9 point will jiifjb- 
ablv he made the. base of supplies, as it ('•> be 
reached by the White river at the lowest ftage 
qf water. 

^Skirmishing was constantly going on, but 
our losses are slight. 

The rebel force in southern Texas is esti- 
mated at 18,000. 

Megrnder has enforced the conscription to 
tfce fulle-st extent. 

The r< bel gunboat Grand Duke with 500 
bales of cotton was burned at Shreveport. 

New York, Aug. 31. 

The Herald has Mexican datis to August 6, 
statiijf that Minitlan had been captured by 
the French, and that an expedition had started 
to occupy Tampico. 

It is reported that Juarez wa3 fleeing to 
Texas. A Mexican papertbinks there is dan- 
ger cf a war with the United States. 

Baltiuurk, August 31. 

The Richmond Inquirer of Saturday says, 
the War Department has nothing later from 
Charleston than up to la3t night. It is under- 
stood that Sumpter, though seriously breached, 
wont be abandoned. 

Beauregard expressed his determination to 
holo it to the bitt*r end, and thought it might 
he done by erecting temporary fortifications. 
The enemy’s fire is directed between Sump- 
ter and Wagner. 

The bombardment is progressing slowly. 
The death of Floyd is mentioned as having 
occurred on the 26th.

We t?Se tilt letter below from the col- 
umns of the New York World: 

General Coombs — The presence of this 
distinguished gentleman at the Conference of 
Opinion recently held at Rochester in relation 
to national affairs is an incident that has its 
association with other, calmer, perhaos better, 
days. If, in the truth of the philosophy of the 
progress of this round earth the old is ever 
better than the new, the shuttle that weaves 
our years has ttown across the checkered web 
fast indeed since the time when General 
Coombs avouched the cause and possessed the 
friendship of Henry Olay. His own State was 


certain to give its suffrage for the greatest 
man of its history, and he devoted himself to 
the canvass in New York — laboring faithfully, 


urging eloquently — a brave aud earnest man. 
History can to this hour afflict or entertain 
itself in the calculations ot the loss or gain by 
the fact that General Coombs was fated to 
see New York turn i s back on Ashland. 

We are in the struggles and convulsions of 
the present; we need not make the hour deep- 
er hy anticipating the sombre, if it shall be 
eembre, of the future, even by mantling it 
with the truth of the past. It has its evil and 
tfcat evil has its sufficiency. If Mr. Clay had 
been the President of these United dtates 
these Slates might never have, even in the 
fears of nten, lo6t the prestige of Union. No 
man stood more sfrongly on the border than 
did Clay. He was by nature a soldier, and 
our most philosophical President, Madison, 
wished to place him in the service in 1812. 
He was a statesman, cot outside of the people 
— no coid Cabinet man— but rather at the 
head of tfee great army of the commonalty or 
if that word can be misunderstood, the com- 
monwealth. He despised an abstraction and 
scorned a fanaticism. He desired himself to 
rule uninfluenced, but thrust aside the idea 
of agoverning class of tusn— a living, ruovin ' 
conservative — a restrained Democrat. Such 
a man was presented to the suffrages of the 
people in 1844 and — defeated. 

Does General Coombs place his hand on the 
hot caldron of public affairs again after nine- 
teen years of fierce result, and believe that 
the best of counsel will receive audit? If he 
does he errs. Power hears no voice of coun- 
sel. The government (call it king or presi- 
dent) hears willingly aud attentively only 
praise, flattery, adulation. The truth is not 
chief ingredient in that oil which is poured on 
the hinges of palace gates. 

At the interchange of sentiment respecting 
the dnty of the citizen, in the brief interview 
which has just terminated at Rochester, the 
presence of General Coombs was the marked 
event. He had no right to make any error in 
judgment, for a school of intense experience 
must have impressed i*e lessons deeply on his 
thought. No man of niiod could possess such 
an experience without winning from it the 
guidauce to safety. This may be affected by 
border opinions, for bis State, it iatty be more 
thaD any other, has known wbat is the bitter- 
ness of civil war. 

There the red line divides field from field, 
and centres its fearful boundary .through fam- 
ilies. There brother feeds bis lesson of duty, 
or honor, or impulse — whatever it is — the one 
in fatal differing from the other. 

But, so long the associate and friend of 
Henry Clay — remembered so kindly for his 
service to him— the attendance of Gen. Coombs 
st any gathering of the people, either by con- 
vention or by crowd, is significant. 

Amid the voices of war, when was it ever 
known that statesmen were found with brain 
and Poul so largo a3 to view clearly the teach- 
ings of wisdom and justice? In our own 
later time, two mouarcts did pause, and talked 
a peace into being; hut the one b id the mem- 
oty of Solferino vtvid ; y behind him and the 
other saw the Four Fortresses clearly before 
him. I recollect a fast and wild journey by 
night, when the engineer saw his w.iy only by 
thcfr*quent aDd sharp and fierce lightning; 
jet it ended well; and — the predict'on is si 
easy to make, since words are such facile fab- 
ric— so shall our present troubles end well.

We are still in our old camp, waiting for 
orders to march. When those orders will be 
given it is impossible to surmise; meanwhile 
we arc resting and “champing npon the bit.” 

In one of my late letters I told you of the 
superstition of Colonel Sedgewick’s “good 
man Friday.” I am sorry to have so tragical 
a denouement to add to that sketch 03 the 
death of the negro, who so firmly believed 
that “it was bad luck to move a cat,” but it is 
nevertheless true that while Friday was bath- 
ing this evening lie was seized with tho 
cramps, and was drowned before assistance 
conld be rendered him. This is the fourth 
case I have recorded of presentiments of death. 
It many more fall under my observation 1 
shall turn Presbyterian and bslieve in the doc- 
trine of predestination, and such a belief can- 
not but add to a man’s courage, for if he firmly 
supposes be is destined to die at au-h a time, 
and that nothing can save or prolong his life 
beyond that period, what need he care for 
bombs, round shot, or canister? 

Wilder amuses himself occasionally by 
throwing a few shells into Chattanooga. Bs- 
j ODd this we have no stir in camp except now 
and then a fight, when two or three are gath- 
ered together to do honor to the “Applejack,” 
which may be called a “spontaneous” produc- 
tion of the Cumberland Mountains, anj may 
fce fouDd flowing freely in nearly every corn- 
field in the country. A similar vegetable 
production (or concoction) is the mountain 
distilled peach brandy. This is very abun- 
dant likewise, and has the quality which age 
bestows to recommend it. and, as a natural 
consequence, if snch articles grow in the corn- 
fields and tvell up from the caves around camp, 
soldiers will find them, and, wor.se than that, 
they will use them. Strange, isn’t it?’ 

I was amused at a three line notice you be- 
stowed upon our regiment not long since. 
True, said lines were more than compliment- 
ary, but why be so chery of your kind word . 
We all know how you feel toward our regi- 
ment, and, consequently, we said that your 
local was hard set for a 6crap to fill out the 
page, hence he gave us the benefit of the va- 
cant space. The deeds of the 2d are histori- 
cal, and, ‘‘when this cruel war is over,” it will 
indeed be a high honorto have been a member 
of this regiment. The officers and nten of the 
regiment all tfc.ink that, Srdgew ck h is been 
slighted a little, inasmuch as we have no hes- 
itancy in say ing that the man who is fitted for 
the command of this old veteran regiment is 
in every way fitted for the position of a brig- 
ade commander, especially one who so often 
commanded this brigade, and who, as Nelson 
said, “did some of the most artistic fighting 
be bed ever seen in front of Coi i’ rit ”

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Eat)"' On Saturday next the rotera of the 
city of Louiaville are to decide the question of 
the city loan of $600,000 of thirty years’ bonds 
to the Louiaville and Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany, for the extension of its Lebanon Branch 
to Danville. The act of the Legislature pass- 
ed at its last session authorizing the loan, and 
the ordinance passed by the City Council and 
approved by the Mayor, have been published 
for the information of the tax payers who are 
to decide for or against the loan. It is hardly 
necessary to repeat the arguments we have so 
frequently used in favor of the extension of 
the Lebanon Branch toward the productive 
and consumptive region not now in railroad 
connection with the city. They have all ac- 
quired additional force, however, from the 
fact that military necessity has been added to 
the requirements of business in calling for a 
lailroad from Danville in the direction o 
Knoxville, East Tennessee. This extension 
will enable onr city to be nearer to a direct 
railroad connection with the upper coal fields of 
the State. The material consideration for our 
citizens is whether the credit of the city can be 
safely made. There can be no doubt that the 
proposed extension will render the main road 
and ita Lebanon branch more remunerative 
and accommodating to the public. The earn- 
ings of the Lebanon branch for the last fiscal 
year were over $90,000, and six per cent in- 
terest on the loan contemplated will be $36,- 
000, which renders it certain that the branch 
will be able to pay the annual interest on the 
loan from its earnings, for they must be ma- 
terially increased by its extension. The 
annual application of a small sinking fund 
for the purchase of the bonds would redeem 
them within the thirty years, and the present 
earnings of the branch reduce to a certainty 
the practicability of setting apart such a sink- 
ing fund to pay interest and principal, so that 
the city will never be called upon to advance 
a single dollar. 

Our city is the largest stockholder in the 
road, and can always secure a board of compe- 
tent and prudent directors to control it. This 
is an additional assurance that if the city lends 
its endorsement to the company, the company 
will pay off the bonds at maturity and always 
protect the interest as it accrues. There is, 
tberefore, no probability of any tax being 
levied; it will not be while the road pays, and 
we cannot anticipate any state of affairs 
which will prevent it from paying. Should 
such a thing occur, however, there is a mort- 
gage which covers three times the value of 
the loan. Thus, after the most full and free 
investigation of the facts, we can see no risk 
in making the loan, and we therefore hope the 
vole on Saturday next will be in its favor with 
great unanimity. 

The phrase “.there’s music in him”

Ju3t to 
think of a young man possessed of that 
Secret and desiring to draw a young wo- 
man toward his heart when the traction 
of its muscle is so powerful and irresisti- 
ble! We await' further developments with 
impatience. It is astonishing how a latent 
principle or property is known before it 
has been materially developed. Thus sea" 
Weeds were used as a remedy for scrofula be- 
fore it was discovered that iodine could be ob- 
tained from their ashes. In the same manner 
the musical notation of the muscles has evi- 
dently been suspected before Dr. Haughton 
explained its existence. Thus a bottle-holder 
to a pugilist will scream out, “give him ’ell, 
Sam,” evidently intending to hint that Sam 
should throw in a musical vibration to the top 
mote of his muscular action. The prize ring 
which is the gamut of the new science has 
its staff of lines and spaces; the boxer has his 
Stops, and a violent blow, it is universally 
known, will give its recipient a singing in the 
head. Perhaps as the tailing apple suggested 
gravitation to Newton, a good thnmp on the 
cranium has furnished the cine which con- 
ducted Haughton through musical mazes to 
his amazing musical discovery. We live in a 
progressive age.

Washington, August 31. 

The Nary Department has receired informa- 
tion of tlie capture of the brig Atlantic by the 
U. S steamer Princess Royal, off the Rio 
Grande, Mexico. From the statement of Act- 
ing Master Chas. E. Late, in command of the 
gunboat Antonio, it appears that the Atlantic 
had cotton on board direct from the Texas 
shore, and that the Captain of the brig told 
him he would swear to the fact, and if a pri- 
vate interview could be granted, it would he 
to the advantage of the Governmeut. The 
Captain’s singular proceedings was, he says, 
in consequence ot a misunderstanding between 
him and the parlies chartering the vessel, and 
he says he was taken iato Key West in this 
fume Atlantic, while bound for Texas, by a 
U. S. vessel, as a prize, and laid there thirty-’six 
days, but was smart enough to fool the author- 
ities, notwithstanding he had contraband of 
war on board, he escaped from them, sued the 
U.S. Government and obtained judgment for 
ten thousand doliars. He then went oft' and 
delivered his cargo, which went into Browns- 
ville, Texas, via Matampad. The Captain of 
the vessel further said, “if you don't look out 
1 will fool you again. I have been in such 
busiue-s a long time, having run the blockade 
during the Russian war, and if you are not 
very sharp I will get to the windward of you 
again.” 

Nsw York, August 31. 

Richmond papers of the 29th contain the 
following: Six hundred Yankae cavalry ad- 
vanced up the Peninsula on Thursday as far 
as New Kent Court-house, and a detachment 
came later in the day to the vicinity of Bot- 
tom’s Bridge, over the Chickahotniny. fifteen 
miles below Richmond. At this point they 
exchanged a few shots with our pickets, and, 
it is said, aevertj of each side were killed and 
wounded. We do not think that much blood 
was spilled. Our pickets here, however, were 
driven in, but before retiring they removed 
the floor of the bridge, aDd prevented the 
further advance of the enemy in that direc- 
tion. It is by no means certain that the Yan- 
keesjdesigned to extend their recounoissance 
this side of the Chickabominy, as they made 
no attempt to do so, but returned down the 
Peninsuia. Whether they came from Wil- 
liamsburg or were landed from trausports at 
the White House we have not ascertained. 

An officer of Gen. E’zey’s staff, who re- 
turned yesterday evening from a scout as far 
as New Kent Court-house, reports that he saw 
no indications of a positive force, but was in- 
formed at the Court-house that six hundred 
had visited that place on Thursday. The 
strength of the invaders was greatly exag- 
gerated by the first reports which reached the 
city. ’ 

Fortress Monboe, Aug. 30. 

The flag of truoe steamer New York arrived 
last night from City Point with three hundred 
prisoners of war. 

The Richmond papers contain the following: 

Raleigh, N. C., Aug. 28. — The Yankees are 
re-laying the track ot the Atlantic Railroad 
between Tuscarura aDd Cave Creek, fourteen 
miles this side of Newbern. They are protect- 
ed by three small regiment", under Col. Wes- 
sons, of New York. Ou Wednesday two 
companies of cavalry and two sections of ar- 
tillery advanced from Newbern to Neth*rcui’s 
larm, but returned. 

Jackson, Miss., Aug. 28. — A gentleman from 
Vicksburg reports 'an important milit iry 
movement on foot, the character of which has 
not transpired. Three thousand Yankees are 
moving from Yazoo City toward Benton.— 

A party of our cavalry lately crossed the 
Big Black, and went within eight miles of 
Vicksburg, where they met a line of negro 
pickets, and chased them from their pa 3 ts. 
The Yankee cavalry came up to their assist- 
ance, and our men retired. 

Jackson, Aug. 27 — The Yankees are in force 
four miles below Raymond. 

We have no news from, the front. 

Boston, August 31. 

The fire in East Bostou, which broke out at 
the head of Lombard street wharf about noon 
to-day, has been got under. Carlton's wharf 
and Brown & Lowell's wharf were nearly 
swept of buildings, which were mainly occu- 
pied by mechanics. The tenants were able to 
save but little from the flames. The buildings 
on Tufft’s wharf, which were occupied by the 
attaches ot the Atlantic Works, were built of 
to’.h wood and brick, and covered a large 
space. 

They were owned by Robert C. Hoper, 
whose loss is estimated at from $15,000 to 
$20,000. The Atlantic works lost $10,000 by 
the destruction of machinery, which was not 
insured. They were building fire turrets for 
tbe monitors, now being constructed at 
Charlestown and Portsmouth. It is not known 
bow much they were damaged, and it will 
not be ascertained for some time. The de- 
struction of the machinery will cause a delay 
in finishing the turrets, and will throw tem- 
porarily out of employment a large number 
of mechanics. The turrets are valued at $40,- 
000 each. The total loss is estimated at $300,- 
000. About half of it is insured. 

St. Louis, August 31. 

Delegates to the Union Mass Convention, to 
be held in Jefferson City to-morrow, are ar- 
riving from all parts ot the State, and the 
prospects are that it will be the largest meet- 
ing ever assembled in the State. 

The Democrat’s Springfi.ld despatch says 
that President Lincoln has written a letter, 
which will be read at the Union meeting to 
be htld there on the third of September, and 
slates that its perusal will gladden the hearts 
of every true Union man in the country. It 
vindicates the President’s fame and character, 
and will be the key-note of the next Presi- 
dential campaign. Edward Everett has also 
written a letter, strangely urging the pros -ca- 
tion of the war. The meeting on the third 
promises to be an immense one, i wenty- 
"7bu thousand pcop'e are expected to arrive 
by the Chicago and St. Louis oleile. 

STKVEN80N, At,a., Ang. 31. 

Rebel accounts of the late bombardm-n: at 
Cbattanodga say that Gen s Wilder opened 
fire upon them witaput warmug. A daughter 
of Mr. Roche, of Nashville, was mortally 
wounded, and three soldiers and live citizens 
were killed, nmoDg them IW0 ladies. 

Floyd’s death is confirmed. 

Curry, ot Kentucky, was killed in Rich- 
mond on the 26th by Bossford, Clark of the 
Treasury Department. 

Gen. Crook penetrated to the summit of 
Lookout mountain and within nine miles of 
Chattanooga and found the mountains clear of 
rebels. The enemy is in force at Chattanooga 
digging like beavers aud making boasts of the 
intention to fight us there. 

Philadelphia, August 31. 

Charleston papers of la3t Monday give the 
particulars of the bombardment of the city by 
Gilmore. Out of thirteen shells fired, twelve 
eight-inch fell in tbe city. The tiring com- 
menced between one and two on Saturday 
morning, arousing the people from their slum- 
bers. No person was injured. Jio3t of the 
shells fell in the middle of the streets. Oas 
entered the warehouse of Williams & Co., 
corner of King and Church streets, and ex- 
ploded in the upper story, making a large 
opening in the brick wall of the medical pur- 
veyor’s storehouse, scattering things in great 
confusion. Seme Gtrew ignited, causing an 
alarm of fire, but was extinguished without 
trcuble. Four shells fell iu this locality. 

Fortress Monroe, .-Khj 29. 

The steamer S. W. Thomas arrived this 
morning from Newbern, N. C. Our corre- 
spondent writes from Beaufort, N. C., August 
25th, that officers from the Wilmington Block- 
ading Squadron have arrived there with im- 
portant intelligence. These officers regard 
the attempt to blockade Wilmington with 
eight gunboats, when thirty are required, as a 
great farce. They also state that regular lines 
of pa&keta, with the hour of sailing advertised, 
are established between Nassan and Wilming- 
ton. 

Kansas City. Aug. 31. 

Lieut. Col. Clark, of the 9th I\ansas cav- 
alry, returned last evening from the pursuit 
of Quantrill through Jackson, Cass, and John- 
son counties. His command killed forty of 
the perpetrators of the Lawrence massacre. 
Other companies returned to different posts, 
having killed one hundred. Several bush- 
whackers were killed. The whole number of 
guerillas killed, as far as known, considerably 
exceeds one hundred. 

Baltimore, August 31. 

There are r.ow two daily through-passenger 
trains over the Baltimore and Ohio Rgilroad 
to tbe west, leaving Baltimore at 7:35 A. M. 
and 8:30 P. M., except Sundays, when the 8:30 
P. M. train leaves only. Close connections 
are made with the morning and evening trains 
from New York. 

Boston, "August 31. 

A private r’espatch, dated Hong Kong, July 
6th, says that war against Japan by England 
and France it almost certain. 


ARRIVAL OF THE CTTTOF LONDON. 

New York, Aug. 31. 

The City of London arrived to-night at 
seven o’clock, with one day’s later news. 

The privateer Florida appeared off Kinsdale 
on the 15th inst., boarded a pilot-boat, and 
sent three passengers, supposed to be Confed- 
erate agents, ashore by her. The Florida was

“An act to amead the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad charter,” approved 2Sth Febru- 
ary, 1863, enacted as follows, to wit:

Railroad Company determining to extend the 
Lebanon Branch of said road to Danville, Mt. 
Yernon, or Monticello, or some place in the di- 
rection of either of said places; or upon said 
Railroad Company determining to extend a 
Branch west of tbe main stem into the coal 
regions, that it shall be lawful for said Compa- 
ny to contract with the City ot Louisville to 
lend to the Company not exceeding six hun- 
dred thousand dollars, in thirty year one thou- 
sand dollar bonds, bearing six percent interest 
per annum, payable semi-annually in Louis- 
ville, and secure the interest and principal on 
the branch or extension for which they may 
be loaned. 

Sec. 2. That nil contracts between the Lou- 
isville and Nashville Railroad Company and 
the City of Louisville, nnder the provisions of 
the preceding section, shall be lawful and bind- 
ing on said Company and the City of Lonis- 
ville.” , , 

And, whereas, said Company have had a 
route surveyed to Danville and to Standford, 

- the grade ascertained, with an estimate of the 
cost of extension, and desire to extend the 
same to the upper coal fields of the State, and 
are now engaged in the actual location of an 
extension of the Lebanon Branch under the 
above recited act, and the co^t of extension 
may exceed the six hundred thousand dollars 
named in said act, and as said Company hive 
authority by tbeir charter to issue income 
bond^ for the paymenf'of the additional cost — 
AN ORDINANCE 

Appropriating Six Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars to Construct a Railroad from Lebanon 
to Danville. 

Be it ordained by the General Council of the 
City of Louisville, That the Mayor of the city 
of Louisville have authority, and he is hereby 
directed, to execute, issue, and deliver to the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
six hundred thirty-year city of Louisville 
coupon bonds of one thousand dollars each, 
bearing six per cent interest, payable semi- 
annually, the bonds to bear sucn date and the 
principal and interest payable at such place in 
Louisville as he and the Company may agree, 
upon said Company entering into an obliga- 
tion to the city of Louisville to pay the inter- 
est and principal of said bonds as the same 
becomes due, and secure the same by a mort- 
gage upon the Lebanon Branch ana said ex- 
tension jointly and equally with not exceed- 
ing a like amount of the Company's income 
coupon bonds, to be issued to pay the addi- 
tional cost of extending the Lebanon Branch. 

And be it further ordained , That to pay the 
interest of said bonds as it falls due, and the 
' principal thereof in thirty years from the date 
thereof, an ad valorem tax of twenty cents on 
tbe one hundred dollars of taxable property 
within the limits of the city of Leuisville, at 
the dates of the several assessments subject to 
taxation by the revenue laws of the State, is 
hereby levied and directed to be collected an- 
nually from the date of said bonds, provided 
the General Council of the city of Louisville 
are satisfied that the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Co. intend in good faith to pay the 
interest of the six hundred bonds as it becomes 
due, and retire said bonds as they shall ma- j 
ture, and that said company have the means ; 
of doing so. The right is reserved to suspend 
the collection of all or any part of the above 
tax, and renew the same at pleasure,. and pro- t 
vided further, that it be made a condition of 
the mortgage to secure the payment of said 
bends, that if at any time the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Co. shall fail to place the j 
city of Louisville in funds sufficient to dis- 
charge any instalmentof interest on said bonds 
ten days before the same becomes due and 
payable, thatjthe mortgage shall be forfeited 
and the city may foreclose for both interest j 
and principal. 

Sec. 11. This ordinance shall only take ef- [ 
feet upon being published as required by the 
charter, and upon its being voted upon and 
• approved by a majority of the qualified voters 
of the city of Louisville voting thereon at 
6uch time as the General Council shall here- 
after provide by resolution, as prescribed in 
article 6, section 1 1 of tbe charter of Louis- 
ville.
